He Eecommends ITon-Intorven- 


tion in Cuban Affairs, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.— The message of 


President Cleveland to congress, as read 
at the opening of yesterday's session, is in 
substance as follows: 


"As representatives of the people in the 


legislative branch of their government 
you have assembled at a time when the 
strength and excellence ot our free insti- 
tutions and the fitness of our citizens to 
enjoy popular rule have been again made 
manifest. A political contest involving 
momentous consequences, fraught with 
feverish apprehension, and creating ag- 
gressiveness so intense as to approach 
bitterness and passion, has been waged 
through our land, and determined by the 
decree of free and independent suffrage, 
without disturbance of our tranquillity 
or the least sign of weakness in our na- 
tional Structure. 


"When we consider these incidents and 


contemplate the peaceful obedience and 
manly submission which have succeeded 
a heated clash of political opinions we dis- 
cover abundant evidence of a determina- 
tion! on the part of our countrymen to 
abide by every verdict of the popular will, 
and f;o be controlled at all times by an 
abiding faith in the agencies established 
for the direction of affairs of their govern- 
ment. 
"Thus our people exhibit a patriotic 


disposition which entitles them to demand 
of tlose who undertake to make and exe- 
out^ their laws such faithful and unselfish 
service in their behalf as can only be 
prompted by a serious appreciation of the 
trust and confidence which the acceptance 
of public duty invites." 


Tlfe president then expresses his regret 


at the unimproved condition of affairs in 
•_'ur_ey. While he says no citizens of the 
United States in Turkey have thus far 
beeuT killed or wounded, their safety in 
futuie is by no means assured. Efforts 
have not been spared and will not be by 
the ipinister of the United States govern- 
'mentat Constantinople to protect our mis- 
sionaries Jc"VDfctoman territory. "But," 
says the president, "the deep feeling and 
sympathy that have been aroused among 
our people ought not to so far blind their 
reason and judgment as to lead them to 
demand-impossible things." An adequate 
force for protection would, he adds, be re- 
sented both by Turkey and the powers. 
Nothing will be omitted to bring about 
the prompt settlement of the claims for 
destruction of missionary property. 


The Warfare In Cnba. 


Considerable space is given to Cuba. 


The president finds it difficult to perceive 
that any progress has thus far been made 
towards the pacification of the island. 
Notwithstanding Spain's strengthened de- 
termination to put down the insurrection, 
"there is much reason to believe -that the 
insurgents have gained in point of num- 
bers and character and resources, and 
are none the less inflexible in their resolve 
not to succumb, without practically se- 
curing the great objects for which they 
took up arms. If Spain has not yet re- 
established her authority, neither have the 
insurgents yet made good their title to be 
regarded ns anlndependent state." 


The only civil government maintained 


is that by Spain, more or less imperfectly, 
in the barge towns and their immediate 
suburbs. "It is reported, indeed," the 
president proceeds, "on reliable authority 
that, at the demand of the commander-in- 
chiefofthe insurgents' army, the puta- 
tive Cuban government has now given up 
all attempt to exercise its functions, leav- 
ing that government confessedly (what 
there is the best reason for supposing it 
always tohavo been in fact) a government 
merely on paper." 


Arguing from the inability of the Span- 


ish troops to brin-i about a pitched battle, 
the president points out that there is 
hardly a limit to the time hostilities may 
be prolonged, and the Spanish authorities 
seem to have imitated the insurgents in a 
policy of v-holeKRle annihilation of -prop- 
erty, that it may not br used by their op- 
ponents. At least from ?39,COO,000 to §5'J,- 
000,000 of American capital arc invested in 
the islant'. and there is an immense trade 
lietvreen the United States and the island. 
Beside5;. Cuban residents in this country, 
mauy of thcip. naturalized, promote the 
insurrection by virnns which the laws and 
the spirit of our institutions cannot reach, 
r.ntl AniencRn cuisens cxpre1-* their sym- 
pathy in nsanv ro:b?»«ntial wny<-, thus ns- 
ccssit il Sop coii-.tr.nr. claims by this country 
for protection of sf citizens and for dam 


now estimated «t many nultioas. 


be in the true interest; of all concerned. It 
would at once stop the conflict and keep 
intact the possessions of Spain without 
touching her honor, would put the pros- 
perity of the island and the fortunes of its 
inhabitants within their own control and 
would enable them to test their capacity 
for self government under^-the most fa- 
vorable conditions. 
',. 


"It has been objected on the one side 


that Spain shoulil not promise autonomy 
until her insurgent subjects lay down 
their arms; on the other sidej that prom- 
ised autonomy, however liberal, is insuffi- 
cient, because without assurance of the 
promise being fulfilled. 
To withhold the 


proffer of needed reforms until the parties 
demanding them put themselves at their 
mercy by throwing down their arms has 
the appearance of neglecting tho gravest 
of perils and inviting suspicion as to the 
sincerity of the professed willingness to 
grant reforms. The objection on behalf 
of the insurgents—that promised reforms 
cannot be relied on—must of course be 
considered, though we have" no right to 
assume, and no reason for assuming, that 
anything Spain undertakes'to dft for tha 
relief of Cuba will not be done." 


No Bight to Snspeep Spain. 


The president deprecates a*y assumption 


that Spain would evade eypry obligation 
she undertook towards tMe insurgents, 
but realizing that suspicions and precau- 
tions on the part of the weaker party are 
natural, "it was intimated by this gov- 
ernment to the government of Spain some 
months ago that, if a satis/actory measure 
of home rule were tendered the Cuban in- 
surgents, and would be accepted by them 
upon a guarantee of its execution, the 
United States would endeavor to find a 
way not objectionable to Spain of furnish- 
ing such guarantee. While no definite re- 
sponse to this intimation has yet been re- 
ceived from the Spanish government it is 


| believed to be not altogether unwelcome, 
i While we are anxious to accord all due re- 


j spect to the sovereignty of Spam, we can- 


I not view the pending conflict in all its 


j features and properly apprehend our in- 


evitable close relations to it, and its pos- 
sible results, without considering that by 
the course of events we may be drawn into 
such an unusual and unprecedented con- 
dition as will fc.K a limit to our patient 
waiting for Spain to end the contest. 


"When the inability of Spain to deal 


successfully with the insurgents has be- 
come manifest, and it is demonstrated 
that her sovereignty is extinct in Cuba 
for all purposes of its rightfcil existence, 
and when a hopeless struggle for its re- 
establishment has degenerated into a strife 
'which means nothing more than the use- 
less sacrifice of human life and the utter 
destruction of the very subject matter of 
the conflict, a situation will be presented 
in which our obligations to the sovereignty 
of Spain will be superseded by higher ob- 
ligations, whiah we can hardly hesitate to 
recognize and discharge. Until we face 
the contingencies suggested, or the situa- 
tion is by other incidents imperatively 
changed, we should continue in the line 
of conduct heretofore pursued. 
But a 


time may arrive when a correct policy and 
eare for our interests, as well as a regard 
for the interests of other nations and their 
citizens, will constrain our government 
to take such action as will promise to 
Cuba an opportunity to enjoy the bless- 
ings of peace." 


The Venezuelan Question. 


The closing of the Venezuelan question, 


with promise of an early successful con- 
summation of negotiations for a general 
arbitration with Great Britain, are briefly 
noted. 
Hope of co-operation with Great Britain 


for the better preservation of seal life in 
Behring sea is expressed- 


The statistics from the treasury depart-

The same is true of ths sta- 
tistics of immigration. The progress in 
coast defense is alluded to as the one form 
of military preparation essentially pacific 
in its nature. 


Of tho pension commissioner's report 


the president says: "In my opinion the 
abuses which have been allowed to creep 
into our pension system have done incal- 
culable barm in deiuoralizme: our people 
and undermining zood citizenship " 


A Slftp at TrnatB. 


Regarding trusts tho president says: 
"Another topic in which our people 


rightfully take ;v deep interest may be here 
briefly considered. I refer to the existence 
of trusts and other huge aggregations of 
capital. When those are defended it is 
usually ou the ground th,a*f though they 
increase profits, they alst^,*educe prices, 
and thus may benefit the public. 16 must 
bo remembered, however, that a reduction 
of prices to the people is not one of the 
real objects of these organizations, nor is 
their tendenf-y necessarily in that direc- 
tion. If 1C occurs in a pt.-rtirultir casa it is 
only because it accords with the purposes 
or interests of those ma,UiV<ring tug,scheme. 


"Such occasional results fall far short 


of couipe'iisatiLig l ho palpable evils charged 
to the account of trusts and monopolies. 
Their tendency is to crulh out individual 
independence and they hinder or,present 
the free use of human faculties and -ifce 
full development of human character. 
Through them tho farmer, the artisan and 
the small trader is in danger of dislodge- 
ment from the proud position of being bis 
own master. 


"To the instinctive belief that such is 


the inevitable trend of trusts and n«|Popo- 
lies is due the widespread and deep*e«1ted 
popular aversion in which they are held~ 
and the not unreasonable insistence that 
whatever may be their incidental economic 
advantages, their general effect upon per- 
sonal character, prospects and usefulness 
cannot be otherwise than injurious,^ 


"Though congress has attempted to deal 


with this matter by legislation the^Jaws 
passed for that purpose thus far have 
proved ineffective, because the laws them- 
selves, as interpreted by the courts, do not 
reach the difficulty. If the insufficiencies 
of existing laws can be remedied by fur- 
ther legislation it should be done. The 
decision of our highest court on this pre- 
cise question renders it quite doubtful 
whether the evils of trusts and monopo- 
lies can be adequately treated through fed- 
eral action unless they seek directly and 
purposely to include in their objects trans- 
portation or intercourse between states or 
between the United States and foreign 
countries. 


"It does riot follow, however, that this 


is the limit of the remedy that may be ap- 
plied. Even though it may be found that 
authority is not broad enough to fully 
reach the caser there can be no doubt of 
the power of the several states to act effect- 
ively in the premises." 


The message closes with an appeal to 


congress for the most rigid economy in 
expenditures.

H« Eeoommonds Non-Interven­ 
tion in Cuban Affairs. 


Washington, Dec. 8.—Tho message of 
Prcsldont Cleveland to congress, as read 
ah tie opening of yostorday’s session, is in 
substance as follows: 


"As representatives of the people in the 
legislative branch of their government 
you have assembled at a time when tho 
strength and oxcollonce ot our free insti­ 
tutions and tho iit.noss of otir citizeus to 
enjoy popular rule have beon again made 
manifost. A political contest involving 
momentous consequences, fraught with 
feverish apprehension, and creating ag­ 
gressiveness so intense as to approach 
bitterness and passion, has been waged 
through our land, and determined by the 
decrefe of free and independent suffrage, 
without disturbance of our tranquillity 
or tho least sign of weakness in our na­ 
tional -ftructuro. 


“When we consider these incidonts and 
contemplate the peaceful obedience and 
manly submission which have succeeded 
a heated clash of political opinions wo dis­ 
cover abundant evidence of a determina­ 
tion! on the part of our countrymen to 
abide by overy verdict of the popular will, 
and to be controlled at all times by an 
abiding faith in the agencies established 
for the direction of affairs of their govern­ 
ment. 


“Thus our people oxhibit a patriotic 
disposition which entitles them to demand 
of tlose who undertake to make and exo- 
out# their laws such faithful and unseliish 
service in their behalf as oan only be 
prompted by a serious appreciation of tho 
trust and confidence which the acceptance 
of public duty invites.** 


Tho president then expresses his regret 
at the unimproved condition of affairs in 
Turkey. While he says no citizens of tho 
United States in Turkey have thus far 
boen^ killed or wounded, their safety in 
future is by no means assured. Efforts 
havo not boon spared and will not be by 
the minister of the United States govorn- 
montat Constantinople to protect our mis­ 
sionaries iift)ttom an territory. 
“But,” 
says tho president, “the deep feeling and 
•sympathy that have been aroused among 
our people ought uot to so far blind their 
reason and judgment as to lead them to 
■demandimpossible things.” An adequate 
force for protection would, ho adds, be re­ 
sented both by Turkey and the powers. 
Nothing will be omitted to bring about 
the prompt settlement of the claims for 
destruction of missionary property. 


Tho Warfaro in Cuba« 


Considerable space is given to Cuba, 
The president linds it difficult to perceive 
that any progress has thus far been made 
towards the pacification of the island. 
Notwithstanding Spain’s strengthened de­ 
termination to put down tho insurrection, 
“there is much reason to believe »that tho 
insurgents have gained in point of num­ 
bers and character and resources, and 
are none the loss inflexible in their resolve 
not to succumb, without practically se­ 
curing tho great objects for which they 
took up arms. If Spain has not yet re­ 
established her authority, neither have the 
insurgents yet made good their title to be 
regarded ns an independent state.1 ’ 


The only civil government maintained j 
is that by Spain, more or less imperfectly, 
in the largo towns and their immediate 
suburbs. 
“It is reported, indeed,H the 
president proceeds, "on reliable authority 
that, at the demand of tho commandor-in- 
chicf of tho insurgents* army, tho puta­ 
tive Cuban government has now given up 
all attempt to exorcise its functions, leav­ 
ing that government confessedly (what 
thore is tho best reason for supposing it 
always to havo been in fact) a government 
niorely on paper.1 * 


Arguing from the inability of the Span­ 
ish troops to bring about a pitched battle, 
the president points out that there is 
hardly a limit to the time hostilities may 
be prolonged, and the Spanish authorities 
seem to havo imitated the insurgents in a 
policy of wholesale annihilation of prop­ 
erty, that it may not be used by their op- [ 
ponents. At least from 580,000,000 to §50,- 
000,000 of American capital are invested in 
the island and there is an immense trade 
lietween tho United »Suites and the island. 
Besides, Cuban residents in this country, 
many of them naturalized, promote the i 
insurrection by moans which tho laws and 
tho spirit of our institutions cannot reach, 
and American citizens express their sym­ 
pathy in many substantial ways, thus ne­ 
cessitating constant claims by this country 
for protection of its citizens and for dam 
ages, now estimated at many millions. 


Za4iirtfenta’ JJuinnudu 


The demands mado for tho according of 
belligerent rights to the insurgents, the j 
recognition of their independence, the pur­ 
chase by the United Statos of the island 
or tho intervention of the United States 
to end tho strife, oven at the cost of war 
with Spain, are all dismissed by the pres­ 
ident. The restraint and patient endur­ 
ance of the United States of conditionsin 
Cuba avo pointed out, as well as tho re­ 
spect and regard f.or Spain thus mani­ 
fested by the American people, Finally, 
the president suggests: “It would seem 
that if fc>pain ¿should offer to Cuba genu­ 
ine nutanoftiyr-a measure of home, rule 
which, while i>re*ervlng the sovereignty 
of £>pajn, woftJtyi witi.sfy all rational re- 
¿juSreiucijta of her Spanish subjects—thero 
sUoiiid !>o no jn-.t /oastm why tho paciiica- 
tioii of tha Jt&rrni 
not be eUeetedon

be in tho true interest of all eoucornod. It 
\ 
would at onoe stop tho conflict and koop 
J# 
intact tho possessions of Spain without 
touching her honor, would put tho pros­ 
perity of the island and tho fortunes of its 
inhabitants within their own control and 
would onable them to tost tliolr capacity 
for self government undei^.tho moat fa­ 
vorable conditions. 


“It has been objected on tho one side 
that Spain should not proiniso autonomy 
until her insurgent subjects lay down 
their arm s; on tho other side; that prom­ 
ised autonomy, howevor liberal, is insuffi­ 
cient, bccauso without assurance of the 
promiso being fulflllod. To withhold tho 
proffer of needod reforms until tho parties 
demanding thorn put themselves at their 
meroy by throwing down their arms has 
tho appearance of ncglocting tho gravest 
of perils and inviting suspicion as to the 
sincerity of tho professed willingness to 
grant reforms. Tho objection on behalf 
of tho insurgents—that promised reforms 
cannot bo relied on—must of course be 
considered, though we have* no right to 
assume, and no reason for assuming, that 
anything Spain undertakes to dfr for tka 
relief of Cuba will not bo done.11 


No Itlgbt to SuspetH Spnin. 


The president deprecates a*y assumption 
that Spain would evade ovary obligation 
she undertook towards tile insurgents, 
but realizing that suspicions and precau­ 
tions on tho part of tho woaker party are 
natural, “it was intimated by this gov­ 
ernment to the government of Spain some 
months ago that, if a satisfactory measure 
of home rule were tendered the Cuban in­ 
surgents, and would be accepted by them 
upon a guarantee of its exectition, tho 
United States would endeavor to find a 
way not objectionable to Spain of furnish­ 
ing such guarantee. While no definite ro« 
sponse to this intimation has yet been re­ 
ceived from the Spanish government it is 
believed to bo not altogether unwelcome. 
While wo are anxious to accord all due re­ 
spect to tho sovereignty of Spain, wo can­ 
not view tho pending conflict in all ita 
features and properly apprehend our in­ 
evitable close relations to it, and its pos­ 
sible results, without considering that by 
the course of events we may be drawn into 
such an unusual and unprecedented con­ 
dition as will *>x a limit to our patient 
waiting for Spain to end the contest. 


“When the inability of Spain to deal 
successfully with tho insurgents has bo- 
j come manifest, and it is demonstrated 
I that her sovereignty is extinct in Cuba 
i. for all purposes of its rightful existence, 
| and when a hopeless strugglo for its re­ 
establishment has dogonerated into a strife 
'which means nothing more than the use­ 
less sacrifice of human life and the utter 
destruction of the very subject matter of 
the coniiict, a situation will be presonted 
in which our obligations to the sovereignty 
of Spain will bo superseded by higher ob­ 
ligations, whiah we can hardly hesitato to 
recognize and discharge. Until we face 
tho contingencies suggested, or tho situa­ 
tion is by other incidents imperatively 
changed, we should continuo in the line 
of conduct heretofore pursued. 
But a 
time may arrive when a coiTect policy and 
oare for our interests, as well as a rogard 
for tho intorests of other nations and their 
citizens, will constrain our government 
to take such action as will promise to 
Cuba an opportunity to enjoy tho bless­ 
ings of peace.** 


Tho Venezuelan Question. 


Tho closing of tho Venezuelan question, 
with promiso of an early successful con­ 
summation of negotiations for a general 
arbitration with Groat Britain, are briefly 
noted. 


Hope of co-operation with Great Britain 
for the bettor preservation of seal life in 
Behring sea is expressed. 


The statistics from tho treasury depart­ 
ment, including those of tho revenues, are 
submitted without comment or recom­ 
mendation. The same is true of the sta­ 
tistics of immigration. Tho progress in 
coast defense is alluded to as tho one form 
of military preparation essentially pacillo 
in its nature. 


Of tho pension commissioner’s report 
tho president says: “In my opinion the 
abuses which have been allowed to creep 
into our pension system havo done incal­ 
culable harm in demoralizing our people 
and undermining good citizenship *’ 


Tho presideut urges tho importance of 
an adjustment of Pacific railroad obliga­ 
tions. Of the case of the Union Pacillo, 
ho points out that proceedings to foreclose j 
a lirst mortgage upon added parts of the 
main lino to which the government lien is 
subordinate, and the default occurring on 
Jan. 1, 18'j7, must emphasizo the mandate 
of the act of 1867 to foreclosure, unless 
congress shall otherwise direct. 


rIhe work done by tho agricultural do- 
parlment is especially commended, but 
discontinuance of tho gratuitous distri­ 
bution of seeds In urged, 


Tho progress of civil service reform for 
the year is reviewed as a cause for the ut­ 
most congratulatiou. 
The amendment 
of the interstate commerce act is recom­ 
mended. 


Tho president offers some suggestions 
regarding the present tariff law and its 
operation. Ho say-«: 
**'Whatever may bo 
its shortcomings as a complete measure of 
tariff reform, it must be concedetj that it 
has opened the way to a freer an$I greater 
exchange of commodities l**two#u us and 
other ooum.r^s, and thu| fur.nlshed a 
wider marKo<. fur our products Kud man­ 
ufactures. I boliove our present tariff law,

A Sl«p at Trusts. 


Regarding trusts tho prosidont says: 
“Another topic in which our pooplo 
rightfully take a deop interest may bo hero 
briofly considered. 1 refor to tho existonco 
of trusts and other huge aggregations of 
capital. Whom thoso are dofendod it is 
usually ou tho ground tlyvt* though they 
increase profits, they als^ ,4reduco pricos, 
and thus may benefit the public. It must 
bo rememborod, howevor, that a reduction 
of pricos to the people is not one of tho 
real objects of these organizations, nor is 
their tendency necessarily in that direc­ 
tion. If it occurs in'a particular case it is 
only because it accords with the purposes 
or interests of thoso managing thoschomo. 


“Such occasional results fall far short 
of compensating tho palpable ovils charged 
to the account of trusts {iud monopolies. 
Their tendency is to crush out individual 
indopondonco and they hinder or.prevent 
tho free use of human faculties and tho 
full development of human character. 
Through them tho farmer, tho artisan and 
tho small trader is in danger of dislodge- 
ment froirt tho proud position of boing his 
own master. 


“To tho instinctive belief that such is 
tho inevitable trond of trusts and uM&po- 
lios is due the widespread and deeptcatod 
popular aversion in which they are held 
and tho not unreasonable insistence that 
whatever may be their incidental economic 
advantages, their general e’ffect tipon per­ 
sonal character, prospects and usefulness 
cannot be otherwise than injurious. 


“Though congress has attempted to deal 
with this matter by legiskitiou tho^laws 
passed for that purpose thus far havo 
proved ineffective, because tho laws them­ 
selves, as interpreted by the courts, do not 
roach tho difficulty. If tho iusulilcioncies 
of existing laws can bo remedied by fur­ 
ther legislation it should bo done. Tho 
decision of our highest court on this pre­ 
cise question renders it quite doubtful 
whether the evils of trusts and monopo­ 
lies can bo adequately treated through fed­ 
eral action unless they seok directly and 
purposely to include in their objects trans­ 
portation or intercourse between states or 
between the United States and foreign 
countrios, 


“It does not follow, however, that this 
is tho limit of tho remedy that may bo ap­ 
plied. Even though it may be found that 
authority is not broad enough to fully 
reach tho 6ase, thero can bo no doubt of 
the power of the several states to aot effect­ 
ively in the promises.’* 


The message closes with an appeal to 
congress for the most rigid economy in 
expenditures.

Far* seeing and intelligent breeders 
of horses have already come to the 
conclusion that it does not pay to 
raise colts which will not bring a re­ 
munerative price when old enough to 
be marketable. 
Western horsemen

only for street-car service, light truck­ 
ing and tho most ordinary kind of 
road work. A few of the better ani­ 
mals of this class can be made avail­ 
able for farm work and breeding farm 
stock.

year, when we heard a rifle crack, and 
i men shout to the driver: 
" 'Come, now, stop those horses or 


you'll drop dead.' 
"We were traveling through a rocky 


region along the foothills, and each of 
ns knew instantly that all were in for 
a hold-up then and there. 
Every one 


wondered what his neighbor would do 
with his pistol. 
" Til be hanged,' said a big man 


from Texas, 'if I'll stand this non- 
sense,' and he snatched his big shoot- 
ing iron up from the seat at his side.

Daring the winter of 1879 aucUSSO, 


tho recklessness and bravado of Elkins 
and his partner, Wilbur, became un- 
bearable, and people began to see that 
the stage robberies were hurting the 
name of Arizona, so an unusual effort 
was made to get the rascals.

Their hiding place 
was thirty miles south from Benson, 
among the granite foothills, where no 
white man but they hftd probably ever 
been. Indians were hired to go to the 
spot, and to act as if they were out 
hunting and had unwittingly stumbled 
upon the bandits. Then when the In- 
dians had engaged Eikins and Wilbur 
in conversation they were to give a 
signal. A posse of twenty men was to 
ride at once to the scene. 
Each man 


in the band was to take his chances of 
getting shot by the robbers. 


The plan worked well. The bandits 


were asleep when the Indians came to 
them 'one 
warm afternoon. 
The 


Apaches asked for food, and while 
Wilbur went to get a knife to cut a 
slice from a deer hanging in the mes- 
quite brush near at hand one of the 
Indians, pretending to be interested 
m one of the white stranger's pistols, 
discharged it. 
A lew minutes later 


the posse rode up pell niell from be- 
liinci a low foothill that impeded the 
view half a mile away. 


"We're trapped! we're trapped!" 


shrieked Elkins as he jumped from his 
couch of leaves and saw the horsemen 
encircling about his hiding place." 


In aisecond he and Wilbur were be- 


hind-two "great oaks, and were pre- 
pared to fight for their lives. 
They 


forgo'tithe Indians at their rear, and 
no sooner had they turned their faces 
toward the advancing posse than they 
were shot dead in the back by the 
Apache trailers. 


There is good reason to believe that 


if tbej men had been captured alive 
thev might have been induced to tell 
where they had hidden the greater 
part 0f their stolen money and gold, 
for no one thinks that, living as they 
did, they spent more than a small part 
of their illgotten gains. 
Both the 


robbers were buried wbero they were 
killed, and to this day there are peo- 
ple who go out from the now well- 
populated town of Benson every little 
while to the scene of the old camp of 
Elkins and Wilbur in the hope of find- 
ing the secret storehouse of stolen 
riches among the boulders and foot- 
hills that surround the spot.—New 
York Sun.

PASTUKB AS COMPABED WITH SOILING. 
The creater economy of soiling in 


summer and of silage in the winter, as 
compared with pasture and hay and 
grain feeding in the winter, is equiva- 
lent to a gain of one-half or more of 
the feed, or the feeding of two or 
four head in place of one. That is, 
one acre uiider these more economical 
systems will feed one cow where four 
acr<ss under the very best management 
will be required, and even more under 
unskillful management. 
Of course, 


there is more work to be done and 
paid for; the feeding is the saving; 
the work is about evenly increased in 
proportion to tbe increase in the num- 
ber of cows.—American Farmer. 


TUUNIPS AMONG COKK. 


Turnips will not only bear frost 


without injury, but it is the belief of 
many farmers"that their quality is im- 
proved after the first Irost. Certainly 
when they are grown among corn they 
make a large part of their growth after 
the corn is cut. This is commonly 
thought to be owing to the root crop 
being out from under the shade of the 
corn. This may be one reason, but 
another doubtless is that as soon as 
the corn is cut its roots cease to draw 
upon soil fertility. 
As the soil is 


warm and fermentation constantly 
goes on, nitrogenous plant food is 
constantly being liberated. 
This is 


htill more so after a frost hard enough 
to kill most of the weeds, but not 
severe enough to affect the turnips. 
There is often a growing season of 
five or six weeks alter the first frost, 
and in tins time the turnips will often 
double the growth they had made be- 
fore the iro't.

ily fatigued, use them us little as pos- 
sible, and look up frcm the work fre- 
quently to rest them. 


When reading, bold the head creel 


and at a distance from the light, ant 
do not bend the head over the needle 
work any more tbau i 
1* possible. 


Avoid poorly printed books, wii3 


poor paper and poor type, and <3o no 
read when riding in tbe cars or car- 
riage, nor when walking nor when ly- 
ing down, nor when convalescent from 
a protracted illnes?, nor when tho 
whole body is in a weakened state. 


All farmers use cut feed for horses 


when at hard work, because there is a 
great saving in the labor needed to 
digest cut feed. 
If mixed with some 


grain meal, and wet so that the meal 
can only be got by eating the cut feed 
mixed with it, the whole will be chewed 
sufficiently to moisten it with saliva, 
which is necessary to quicken diges- 
tion. But this economy in feeding 
cut feed is also important when the 
lorse is not working. If the cut feed 
s icorn stalks, it should always be 
steamed or wet with very hot water, 
so as to soften the cut ends of the 
stalks, which may cause injury. This 
is best also if hay or straw if cut, par- 
ticularly wheat or rye straw, which 
>eing harder than cut hay and less 
nutritions, is not so likely to be thor- 
oughly chewed. The stomach ot the 
lorse needs a slight irritation. This 
ia tbe advantage which the oat has 
over other grains. Its hull helps the 
grain to digest better, and this makes 
she horse feel]frisky and able to do Ms 
best. It is an old saying of farmers 
that when an old horse begins to act 
unusually coltish he has probably "got 
an oat standing cornerwise against nis 
stomach, and he jumps aronnd so as 
to get it out.'•' It is a hcmely illus- 
tration, but may have much truth 
in Jt. 


COBS AND GRASS PIGS. 


SILOS AND SILAGE. 


From a practical standpoint the value 


of silage as a food may be shown in 
several ways. It is as easily digested 
as the sc me plant preserved dry. It 
keeps the digestive system in 
a 


state of healthy activity, thereby aid- 
ing digestion, says Director Plumb, of 
tbe Indiana experiment station. It is 
generally considered that horses and 
cattle fed silage ehow tho beneficial 
effects of this food in the more healthy 
condition of the skin, as evidenced iu 
its pliable, mellow condition- and the 
softness and luster of the coat of hairv 
Animals usually eat sound silage with-, 
a relish, and reject it only when decay 
is present. 
For milk cattle it seems 


specially well adapted, and the silo has 
proved an important addition to the 
dairy farm. 


Though not extensively used -for the 


purpose, silage forms a valuable addi*. 
tion to the rations of sheep, and serves 
as a good and cheap substitutes-Tor 
roots. Its use as food for the swine 
has not been successful. 
Silage pro- 


vides succulent food for farm aj^« 
mals at a time of year when vegetation 
is dead, and so in a large degree .re- 
places pasturage. 


It is not desirable or advisable to 


depend on silage alone for rough food. 
It should be fed only in a limited way 
in connection with hay and grain. 
For matured cattle 
twenty-five to 


thirty-five poandb per day is a reason- 
able allowance. 
Horses should have 


less, and sheep only two and three 
pounds each. 


Of the green fodders suited to si- 


lage, Indian corn, all things consid- 
ered, is best and cheapest. The prop- 
er time to harvest any green crop for 
silage is at maturity, before the leaves 
turn brown and when the water con- 
tent of the plant begins to diminish. 
Generally speaking, three tons "of si- 
lage are equal in feeding .value to one 
ton of,hay. On this basis a much larg- 
er amount of digestible food can be 
secured from an acre of silage corn 
than frtfm an acre of hay. The food 
equivalent of four tons of hay per 
acre can easily be produced on. an 
acre of land planted to corn. 


The silo provides a more economical 


and compact method of storing fodder 
than the hay mow. A silo of 180 tons 
capacity, which will contain fifty-four 
tons of dry matter, will hold less than 
twenty-three tons of -red clover hay, 
containing lees than twenty tons of 
dry matter. The advantage of storage 
capacity clearly rests with the silo. | 
The silo is especially adapted to inten- ' 
sire farming, where land is high in 
value and storage space is limited. A 
carelessly constructed-silo is an advan- 
tage. /A well made one is an .economy. 
Temporary structures are not advisa-

We have heard some very successful 


breeders say they want no better feed 
for growing pigs*than gcod corn, save 
L. N. Bonham, in the Breeder's Ga- 
zette. Visiting some of these breeders 
•whose sheet anchor is sound corn, we 
invariably find their pigs in fine con- 
dition, fat enough to show or go to 
the block. It is worthy of notice here, 
too, that they expect to have all those 
pigs sold between the ages of five to 
seven months. 
But, while they give 


these pigs all the shelled corn soaked 
in water twelve to twenty-four hours, 
that the pigs will eat up clean in a 
half hour or less, we also find the pigs 
have the range of the orchard or blue 
grass lots or clover field with shade 
and water always accessible. 


These corn feeders have noticed that 


they have "awful Inck" if the season 
is such that they have little or no grass 
or clover has failed. They may feed 
ever so carefully and add slop in abund- 
ance made from mill feed, yet the pigs 
have not the soft coat and oily skin or 
ready appetite they have when the 
grass is fresh and abundant, and clover 
is young and plenty, or the pigs in the 
orchard get apples and grass as they 
like between nap?. 


The value of good pasture, whether 
j 


o? clover or b3uc grass, timothy, 
orchard jrrass. red top, or rye, is hard 
to cstimnte. So great is it that we 
can safely assert the cheapest and 
most wholesome pork cannot be made 
•witbont it. We may do as the Danes, 
Canadians and other successful pork 
makers have to do where oats, peas 
and barley grow and oil cake, rape 
an<! vetches are added for variety, and 
we may learn that their success as 
competitors for tho best markets of 
tbe world comes not Irom the fact that 
they do not feed any corn, but that 
they feed mixed rations less rich in 
starch and richer in the bone andj 
mascle formers.

PASTÜKE AS COMPARED WITH SOILING, 
Tho greater economy of soiling in 
summer and of silage in tho winter, as 
compared with pasture and hay and 
grain feeding in the winter, is equiva­ 
lent to a gain of one-half or more of 
tho feed, or the feeding of two or 
four head in place of one. 
That is, 
one acre under these more economical 
systems will feed one cow whero four 
acres under tho very best management 
will bo required, and even more under 
unskillful management. 
Of course, 
there is more work to be done and 
paid for; the feeding is the saving; 
the work is about evenlv increased in 
proportion to tho increase in tho num­ 
ber of cows.—American Farmer, 


TURNIPS AMONG CORN. 


Turnips will not only bear frost 
without injury, but it is tho belief of 
many farmers that their quality is im­ 
proved after tho iirst frost. 
Certainly 
when they are grown among corn they 
make a large i?art of their growth after 
tho corn is cut. 
This is commonly 
thought to be owing to tho root crop 
being out from under the shade of the 
corn. 
This may be one reason, but 
another doubtless is that as soon as 
the corn is cut its roots cease to draw 
upon soil fertility. 
As the soil is 
warm and fermentation 
constantly 
goes on, nitrogenous plant food is 
constantly being liberated. 
This is 
•still more so after a frost hard enough 
to kill most of the weeds, but not 
severe onough to affect the turnips. 
There is often a growing season of 
live or six weeks ai’ter the iirst frost, 
and in this time the turnips will often 
double the growth they had inado be­ 
fore the irost. 


grow clover and grass wherever corn 
grows, we can so cheaply furnish 
clover and grass that during tho ma­ 
jority of the year when pasture is 
available, wo can havo a well balanced 
ration for hogs of all ages at loss cost 
than our rivals. 


CUT FEUD FOR HORSES. 


All farmers use cut feed for horses 
when at hard work, because there is a 
great saving in the labor needed to 
digest cut feed. 
If mixed with some 
grain meal, and wot so that tbo meal 
can only be got by eating the cut feed 
mixed with it, the whole will be chewed 
sufficiently to moisten it with saliva, 
which is necessary to quicken diges­ 
tion. 
But this economy in feeding 
cut feed is also important when the 
horse is not working. 
If the cut feed 
is *sorn stalks, it should always be 
steamed or wet with very hot water, 
so as to soften the cut ends of the 
stalks, which may cause injury. 
This 
is best also if hay or straw if cut, par 
ticularly wheat or rye straw, which 
being harder than cut hay and less 
nutritious, is not so likely to be thor 
oughly chewed. 
The stomach ot the 
horse needs a slight irritation. 
This 
is the advantage which tho oat has 
over other grains. 
Its hull helps the 
grain to digest better, and this makes 
the horse feeljfrisky and able to do his 
best. 
It is an old saying of farmers 
that when an old horse begins to act 
unusually coltish ho hasprobably “got 
an oat standing cornerwise against his 
stomach, and he jumps around so as 
to get it out.” 
It is a hemely illus­ 
tration, but may havo much truth 
in xl. 


CORN AND GRASS PIGS. 


We havo heard some very successful 
breeders say they want no better feed 
for growing pigs than gcod corn, says 
L, N. Bonham, in the Breeder’s Ga­ 
zette. Visiting some of these breeders 
whose sheet anchor is sound corn, wo 
invariably iind their pigs in fine con­ 
dition, fat enough to show or go to 
the block. It is worthy of notice here, 
too, that they expect to have all those 
pigs sold between tho ages of five to 
seven months. 
But, while they give 
those pigu all the shelled corn soaked 
in water twelve to twenty-four hours, 
that the pigs will eat up clean in a 
half hour or less, we also find tbe pigs 
havo the range of the orchard or blue 
grass lots or clover field with shade 
and water alwavs accessible. 


These corn feeders have noticed that 
they have “awful luck” if the season 
is such that they have little or no grass 
or clover has failed, 
They may feed 
ever so carefully and add slop in abund* 
anco made from mill feed, yet the pigs 
havo not the soft coat and oily skin or 
ready appetite they havo when the 
grass is fresh and abundant, and clover 
is young and plenty, or the pigs in the 
orchard get apples and grass as they 
like between naps. 


The value of good pasture, whether 
of 
clover or biuo grass, timothy, 
orchard grass, red top, or rye, is hard 
to estimate. 
So great is it that we 
can safely assert the cheapest and 
most wholesome pork cannot be made 
without it. 
We may do as tho Danes, 
Canadians and other successful £>°*k4j 
makers have to do where oats, peas 
and barley grow and oil cako, rape 
and vetches are added for variety, and 
we may learn that their success . as 
comi^etitors for the best markets of 
the world comes not Irom the fact that 
they do not feed any corn, but that 
they feed mixed rations lees rich in 
starch and richer in tbe bone and 
muscle former«.

SILOS AKD SILAGE. 


Prom a practical standpoint tho value 
of silage as a food ifiay bo shown in 
several ways. 
It is as easily digested 
as tho sc mo plant preserved dry. 
It 
keeps 
tho 
digestive system 
in 
a 
state of healthy activity, thoroby aid­ 
ing digestion, says Director Plumb, of 
tho Indiana experiment station. 
It is 
generally considered that horses and 
cattle fed silago show tho beneficial 
effects of this food in th 6 more healthy 
condition of tho skin, as evidenced in 
its pliable, mellow condition* and tho 
softness and luster of tho coat of hain 
Animals usually eat sound silage witli 
a relish, and reject it only when decay 
is present. 
For milk cattle it seems 
specially well adapted, and the silo has 
proved an important addition to tho 
dairy farm. 


Though not extensively used for the 
purpose, silage forms a vfiluable addi­ 
tion to the rations of sheep, and serves 
as a good and cheap substitute^ for 
roots. 
Its use as food for tho swino 
has not been successful. 
Silago pro­ 
vides succulent food for farm ani- 
mals at a time of year when vegetation 
is dead, and so in a large degree re­ 
places pasturage. 
v 
It is not desirable or advisablo to 
depend on silage alone for rough food. 
It should bo fed only in a limited way 
in connection with hay and grain. 
For matured 
cattle 
twonty-five to 
thirty-five pounds per day is a reason­ 
able allowance. 
Horses should have 
less, and sheep only two and three 
pounds each. 


Of the green fodders suited to si­ 
lage, Indian corn, all things consid­ 
ered, is best and cheapest. 
Tho prop­ 
er time to harvest any green crop for 
silage is at maturity, before tho leaves 
turn brown and when the water con­ 
tent of the plant begins to diminish. 
Generally speaking, three tons "of si­ 
lage are equal in feeding ,value to one 
ton of hay. On this basis a much larg­ 
er amount of digestible food can be 
secured from an acre of silage corn 
than from an acrc of hay. 
The food 
equivalent of four tons of hay per 
acre can easily be produced on an 
aero of land planted to corn. 


The silo provides a more economical 
and compact method of storing fodder 
than the hay mow. 
A silo of 180 tons 
capacity, which will contain fifty-four 
tons of dry matter, will hold less than 
twenty-threo tons of «red clover hay, 
containing less than twenty tons of 
dry matter. The advantage of storage 
capacity clearly rests with the-silo, j 
The silo is especially adapted to inten- j 
sivo farming, where land is high in 
value and storage spaco is limited. 
A 
carelessly constructed‘silo is an advan­ 
tage. 
A well made ono is an .economy. 
Temporary structures aro not advisa­ 
ble. *...

Why a Cat Lights on Us Feet. 


An experimenter recently undertook 


to discover why a cat invariably foil 
on its feet. He finds that a cat always 
falls on its feet providing it has a dis- 
tance of a yard to fall in and enable it 
to make a half turn in the air, ao as to 
get its feet undermost. It holds its 
paws vertically and manages to pre- 
serve this position during the rest of 
its fall, in spite of the initial move- 
ment of rotation taken by its body. 
Ihe mechanical explanation is simply 
that the animal, by thrusting forward 
its left limb, shifts the center of grav- 
ity of the whole body so as to make it 
revolve upon the axis of the soine un- 
til the feet reach the ground." More- 
over, a cat does not hurt itself by a 
all from a height, not because it'in- 
variably falls on its feet, bnt because 
tne structure of a cat's back and spine 
is extremely flexible. The muscles of 
its legs are extraordinary strong and 
numerous, and, further, it has e'lastic i 
pads or cushions consisting of a mass 
of fibrocs tissue and fat on all its feet, 
seven in each forepaw and five in each 
hind paw.

can be made and in the pans cooling in 
ten minutes' time. Children love dear 
ly to make candy, and it is a good rainy 
day occupation for them.

Shell some freshly roasted peanuts

An experimenter recently undertook 
to discover why a cat invariably fell 
on its feet. He finds that a cat always 
falls on its feet providing it has a dis­ 
tance of a yard to fall m and enable it 
to make a half turn in the air, so as to 
get its feet undermost. 
It holds its 
paws vertically and manages to pre* 
serve this position during the rest of 
its fall, in spite of the initial move­ 
ment of rotation taken by its body. 
Tho mechanical explanation is simply 
that the animol, by thrusting forward 
its left limb, shifts the center of grav­ 
ity of the whole body so as to make it 
revolve upon the axis of the spine un­ 
til the feet reach the ground.

ANIMALS AS CRIMINALS* 


In sta n c e s in W h ic h They W ere Tried 


in C ivil and K c c lc sia s tic a l Courts. 
During the middle ages, and even as 
late as the time of Shakspeare, animals 
were considered legally responsible foi 
their acts. They were tried for various 
offenses, and if found guilty were con­ 
victed and punished. 
Mules were oc- 
casionally deprived of their ears for 
wrong doing, and this altered the ap­ 
pearance of the animals, whether it im­ 
proved their morals or not. There was 
another punishment inflicted on mules 
which suggests that there was method 
in the madness of the authorities. 
A 
mule which was particularly wicked 
was made forfeit to the crown, and the 
king had a corral of asses which could 
not be equaled for depravity in the 
world. 


Occasionally the animals were tried 
beforo 
an 
ecclesiastical 
tribunal, 
Swarms of flies, bees, leeches and other 
insect pests were often condemned to 
vacate within a certain time under pen­ 
alty of “malediction.” 
As a rule cer­ 
tain sections of the country were set 
aside to which the condemned animals 
might retire and live in j)eace and qulei, 


A horde of flies that bothered the res­ 
idents of Mavence, France, were tried 
once, and escaped punishment because 
of their small size and extreme youth. 
Rats one time began eating the barley 
of France and were tried in court. 
Tliejf were defended by an eminent law­ 
yer named Chasseneux, and he actually 
won the suit and the rats escaped pun 
ishment. 
In Naples an a$s was tried— 
by a jury of his peers, no doubt—and 
sentenced to die at the stake; The sen­ 
tence was carried out, and that ass 
never committed murder again. 
About 
the year 17U0 the practice died out, and 
some time after the Society for the Pre­ 
vention of Cruelty to Animals ‘was or­ 
ganized, and since them domestic ani­ 
mals have been better treated. '

Ha EeoommGiids Non-Intorven- 
tion in Cuban Affairs. 


WAsniNGTON, Dcc. 8.—Tho moBsapro of 
Prcfildonfc Cleveland to con^ross, as road 
ail tho oponlug of yostorday's session, ia in 
subst-ance as follovvii: 


"As rcpresontatlvos of the people in tho 
lepislatlvo branch of their government 
you havo ¿isaembled at a time when tho 
strength and oxcollonce ot our free insti- 
tutions and tho ilcnoss of otir citizens to 
enjoy popular rulo have been again nmde 
miinifost. A political contest Involving 
moittontoua conBcquencos, fraught with 
fevcriflh apprehension, and creating n^- 
gresBivenoss so intense as to approach 
bitterness and passion, has been waged 
through our land, and dotennined by the 
decrefeof free and independent suffniitio, 
without disturbance of our tranquillity 
or tho least sign of weakness in our n£i- 
tionftl '•fcructuro. 


'*Whon we consider those incidents and 
contemplate tho ixsaroful obedicuco and 
manly submission which havo succeeded 
a heated clash of political opinions we dis- 
cover abundant evidonco of a dQtormina- 
tionl on the part of our countrymen to 
abide by every verdict of tho popular will, 
and to be controlled at all times by an 
abitiing faith in the agencies CBtablished 
for the direction of affairs of their govern- 
ment. 


"Thus our people exhibit a patriotic 
disposition which entitles them to demand 
of tkose who undertake to make and exe- 
cute their laws such faithful and unselilsh 
service in their behalf as can only be 
prompted by a serious appreciation of tho 
trusk and conildence which the acceptance 
of public duty invites.*' 


Tho president then expresses his regret 
at the unimproved condition of affairs in 
^'urltey. While he says no citizens of tho 
United States in Turkey have thus far 
boeui^ killed or wounded, thoir safety in 
future is by no means assured. Efforts 
havo not boon spared and will not bo by 
the ijiinister of the United States govern- 
montat Co^tnntinople to protect our mis- 
' Bionnrles ilfottoman territory. 
**But," 
says tho pre^idout, *'tho deep feeling and 
•sympathy that have been aroused among 
our people ought not to so far blind their 
reason and judgment as to lead them to 
•demandimpotisible things." An adequate 
force for protection would, he adds, be re- 
sented both by Turkey and the powers. 
Nothing will bo omitted to bring about 
the prompt settlement of the claims for 
destruction of missionary property. 


Tlio Warfaro in Cuba« 
Considerable space is given to Cuba, 
The president iinds it diiilcult to porceive 
that any progress has thus far boon made 
towards the pacification of the Island. 
Notwithstanding Spain's strengthened de- 
termination to put down tho insurrection, 
"there Is much reason to bolieve - that tho 
insurgents have gained in point of num- 
bers and character and 
resources, and 
are none the loss inflexible in their resolve 
not to succumb, without practically se- 
curing tho groat objocta for which they 
took up arms. If Spain has not yet re- 
ostabllfihed her authority, neither have tho 
insurgonts yot made good their title to be 
i*egarded ns an indopondent state," 


Tho only civil government maintained 
is tliat by Sjiiiin, more or lees imperfectly, 
in tho lai'so towns and their immediate 
suburbs. 
"It ie reported, indeed," tho 
president proccods, "on reliable authority 
that, at the demand of the commandor-in- 
chicf of tho insurgents' army, tho puta- 
tive Cuban govcrnmont has now givoh up 
all attonij)t to asercise its functions, leav- 
ing that government confoasodly (what 
thore Is tlie best reason for supposing it 
always to havo been in fact) a governmont 
merely on paper." 


Arguing from th© Inability of tho Span- 
ish troops U) bring about a pitched battle, 
the president points out that there is 
hardly a limit to tho time hostilities may 
be px'olonged, ai)d the Spanish authorities 
seem to havo imitated tho insurgonts In a 
policy of v/holoFule annihilation of'prop- 
erty, that it may not bo used l)y their op- 
pojicnta. At least from 
000,000 to §50,- 
000,000 of American capital are invested lu 
tho ifilaini and there is an immense trade 
1)0tween tlio United SUitos and tho island. 
13usldofl, Cuban residents in this country, 
many of tlioin naturalized, promote the 
insurrofiliun by ]ni>ans which tholaws and 
tho spirit of our iJisCitutionH cannot reach, 
and Aniericftu citizens express their sym- 
jjuthy in many r>ubstimtial ways, thus ne- 
cofisitating constant claims by this country 
for protection of its cltizcns and for dam 
agCii, now estimutod at many millions. 


Xu«(uri(eut.i' Jioinaiidn DiHUiifitied» 
U'ho doniandis made for tho according of 
l>elligerojit rigiits to tho infiurgonts, the 
rocognitlon of tneivindopondoncu, thopur- 
cbitiio by the United iStutos of tho island 
or tho iiit^rveuciou of the United States 
to end tlio strife, even at the cost of war 
with Spain, aro all dismissed by tlio pres- 
ident, 
Thii re5:traint and patient ondar- 
anco of tho United Suites of conditiojisin 
Cuba aro pointed out, as woll as the ro-

fost^sdbytho AinTinoan pooplo.

vorable conditions. 


"It has been objected on tho one side 
that Spain should not promise autonomy 
until her insurgent subjects lay down 
their arms; on the other sido^ that prom- 
ised autonomy, however liberal, is insuili- 
clent, because without assurance of the 
promlso being fulilliod. To withhold tho 
proffer of needed reforms until tho parties 
demanding them put themselves at their 
mercy by throwing down their arms has 
tho appearance of ncglocting tho gravest 
of perils and Inviting Fusplcion as to tho 
sincerity of tho profesKcd willingness to 
grant reforms. Tho objection on behalf 
of tho Insurgonts—that i)romlBod reforms 
cannot be relied on—must of course b« 
considered, though we have' no right to 
assume, and no reason for assuming, that 
ftnything Spain undertakes to d^ for tli» 
relief of Cuba will not bo (ione.** 


No IllsUt to 8uspe«|i SpAln. 
The president deprocates n»y assumption 
that Spain would evade every obligation 
she undertook towards tlto insurgonts, 
but realizing that su.<;piclons and precau- 
tions on tho part of the weaker party aro 
natural, "it was intimated by this gov- 
ernment to tho government of Spain some 
months ago that, if a satisfactory mcasuro 
' of home rule were tendered the Cuban in- 
' surgonts, and would be acceptcd by them 
upon a guarantee of its execution, tho 
United States would endeavor to And a 
way not objectionable to Spain of furnish- 
ing such guarantee. 
While no doflnitoro- 
' sponse to this intimation has yet been re- 
ceived from tho Spanish gotewiment it is 
i bplieved to be not altogether unwelcome. 
While we are ansious to accord all duo re- 
spect to tho sovereignty of Spain, wo can- 
not view tho pending conflict in all ltd 
features and properly apprehend our In- 
evitable close relations to Ifc, and its pos- 
sible results, without considering that by 
the course of events wo may be drawn into 
such an unusual and unprecedented con- 
dition as will ^K a limit to our patient 
waiting for Spain to end the contest. 


"When the inability of Spain to deal 
successfully with tho insurgents has bo- 
come manifest, and it is demonstrated 
that her sovereignty is extinct in Cuba 
for all purposes of its rlghti:il existence, 
and when a hopeless struggle for its re- 
establishment has degoneratod into a strife 
• which moans nothing more than tho use- 
less sacrifice of human life and the utter 
destruction of the very subject matter of 
tho conliict, a situation will be presented 
in which our obligations to tho sovereignty 
of Spain will bo superseded by higher ob- 
ligations, which wo can hardly hesltato to 
recognize and discharge. Until we face 
tho contingencies suggested, or tho situa- 
tion is by other incidents imperatively 
changed, we should continue In the lino 
of conduct heretofore pursued. 
But a 
time may arrive when a correct policy and 
oare for our interests, as well as a regard 
for tho interests of other nations and thoir 
citizens, will constrain our government 
to take such action as will promise to 
Cuba an opportunity to onjoy tho bless- 
ings of peace."

A SlRp at Trusts. 


Regarding trusts tho president says: 
"Another topic In which our pooplo 
rightfully tako a deop intorost may be hero 
briefly considorod. I refer to the existence 
of trusts and other Imgo aggregations of 
capital. When those are dofendod It is 
usually on tl\e groiind tlyvtj though thoy 
increase profits» thoy alsq^.-ixduco pricos, 
and thus may benefit tho public. 
It must 
bo remoniborod, however, that arcductl(ui 
of pricos to tho ijcoplo is not one of tho 
real objccts of those organizations, nor la 
their tondonfy nocossarily in tliat direc- 
tion. If it occurs in'a iJafiicular caso it Is 
only because it accords with tho purposes 
or Infcorests of those managing tho scheme. 


"Such occasional results fall far short 
of compe'nsatiug tho jialpablo ovils charged 
to tho account of trusts {ind monopolies. 
Their tendency is to crush out Individual 
indopondonco and tlioy hlnd.ftr or.prevent 
tho free use of human faculties and tho 
full dovelopment of human character. 
Through them tho farmer, the artisan and 
the small trader is in danger of dislodge- 
ment froirl tho proud position of being Ills 
own master. 


"To tho Infitinctivo boliof that such is 
tho inevitable trend of trusts and nM^bpo- 
lios is due the widosprcad and deeptcatod 
popular aver.^iion in which thoy are hold 
and tho not unreasonable insistencb that 
whatever may be thoir incidental economic 
advantages, their general e'ffoct txpon per- 
sonal charactor, prospects and usefulness 
cannot bo othorwiso tlian injurious.5^'^ 


^'Though congress has attempted to deal 
with this matt<ir by legislation the^'laws 
passed for tliat purpose thus far havo 
proved inoiiectivo, because tho laws them- 
selves, as interpreted by the courts, do not 
roach tho difficulty. If tho insulilcionoies 
of existing laws can be remedied by fur- 
ther legislation it should bo done. 
The 
decision of our highest court on this pre- 
cise question renders it quite doubtful 
whether the evils of trusts and monopo- 
lies can be adequately treated through fed- 
eral action unless they seek directly and 
purposely to include in their objects trans- 
portation or iutorcourse between states or 
between tho United States and foreign 
countries. 


does riot follow, however, that this 
is the limit of tho remedy that may bo ap- 
plied. Even though it may be found that 
authority Is not broad enough to fully 
reach the fcase, thero can be no doubt of 
the power of tho several states to act effect- 
ively in the promises." 


Tho message closes "with an appeal to 
congress for the most rigid economy in 
expenditures.

CUT feBd ror, hop.ses. 


All farmers use cut feed for horses 
xvhen at hard work, because there is a 
great saving in the labor needed to 
digest cut feed. 
If mixed with some 
grain meal, and wot so that the meal 
can only be got by eating the cut feed 
mixed with it, tho whole will be chewed 
suificiently to moisten it with saliva, 


w h i c h is necessary to quicken 
d i p s - 
tion. 
But this economy in feeding 
cut feed is also important when the 
horse is not working. 
If the cut feed 
is »corn stalks, it should always be 
steamed or wet with very hot water, 
so as to soften the cut ends of the 
stalks, which may cause injury. 
This 
is best also if hay or straw if cut, par- 
ticularly wheat or rye straw, which 
being harder than cut hay and less 
nutritious, is not so likely to be thor- 
oughly chewed. 
The stomach ot the 
horse needs a slight irritation. 
This 
is the advantage 
which tho oat has 
over other grains. 
Its hull helps the 
grain to digest betier, and this makes 
the horse feellfrisky and able to do his 
best. 
It is an old saying of farmers 
that when an old horse begins to act 
unusually coltish he has probably 
got 
an oat standing cornerwise against Jiis 
stomach, and he jumps around so as 
10 get it out." 
It is a hcmely illus- 
tration, but may have 
much truth 


in it. 


SlliOS AND SniAQE. 


From a practical standpoint the vaino 


of silage as a food may bo «hown in 
several ways. 
It is as easily digested 
as tho srme plant preserved dry. 
it 
keeps 
the 
digestive system 
in 
a 
state of healthy activity, thoroby aid- 
ing digestion, says Director Plumb, of 
tho Indiana experiment station. 
It is 
generally considered that horses and 
cattle fed silage show tho beneficial 
ofiects of this food in thè moro hoalthy 
condition of the skin, as evidenced la 
its pliable, mellow condition - and tho 
softness and luster of tho coat of hair 
Animals usually eat sound s ^ g e with 
a relish, and reject it only when decay 
is present. 
For milk cattle it seems 
specially well adapted, and tho silo has 
proved an important addition to tho 
dairy farm. 
,, 


Though not extensively used for the 


purpose, silage forms a valuable addi- 
tion to the rations of sheep, and serves 
as a good and 
cheap substitute, for 
roots? 
Its use as food for tho BWino 
has not been successful. 
Silage pro- 
vides succulent 
food for farm ani- 
mals at a timo of year when vegetation 
is dead, and so in alargo degree .re- 
places pasturage. 
' 


It is not desirable or advisable to 
deoend on silage alone for rough food. 
It should be fed only in a limited way 
in connection with hay and 
grain. 
For matured 
cattle 
twonty-five to 
thirty-five pounds per day is a reason- 
able allowance. 
Horses should have 
less, and sheep only two and three 
pounds each. 
., , . 


Of the green fodders suited to si- 


la-^e, Indian corn, all things consid- 
ered, IS best and cheapest. 
The prop- 
er time to harvest any green crop for 
sila'^e is at maturity, before the leaves 
turn brown and when the water con- 
tent ot the plant begins to dim^inish. 
Generally speaking, three tons of si- 
la're are equal in feeding .value to one 
ton of hay. On this basis a much larg- 
er amount of digestible food can be 
secured from an acre of silaga corn 
than from an acre of hay. 
Iho food 
equivalent of four tons of hay per 
acre can easily be produced on an 
acre of land planted to corn. 


The silo provides a more economical 


and compact method of storing fodder 
than the hay mow. 
A silo of 180 tons 
capacity, which will contain hfty-four 
tons ot dry matter, will hold less thnn 
twenty-three tons of .red clover hay. 
containing less than twenty tons of 
dry matter. The advantage ot storage 
capacity clearly 
r e s t s with the silo. 
The silo is especially adapted to inten- 
sivo farming, where land is high in l 
value and storage spaco is limited.

COItN AND GXSASS PIGS. 


We have heard some very successful 
breeders say they want no better feed 
for growing pigs than gcod corn, says 
L N. Bonham, in the Breeder s Ga- 
zette. Visiting some of these breeders 
whose sheet anchor is sound corn, wo 
invariably find their pigs in fine con- 
dition, fat enougb to show or go to 
the block. It is worthy of notice here, 
too, that they expect to have all those 
Dies sold between the ages of hve to 
seven months. 
But, while they give 
those pigB all the shelled corn soaked 
in water twelve to twenty-four hours, 
that the pigs will eat up clean in a 
half hour or less, we also find tho pigs 
have the range of the orchard or blue 
grass lots or clover field with shade 
and water always accessible. 


These corn feeders have noticed that 
they have "awful luck" if tho season 
is such that they have little or no grass 
or clover has failed. 
They may feed 
ever so carefully and add slop in abund- 
ance made from mill feed, yet the pigs 
have not the soft coat and oily skin or 
ready appetite they have when the 
erass is fresh and abundant, and clover 
is young and plenty, or the pigs m the 
orchard got apples and grass as they 
like between naps. 


The value of good pasture, whether

clover or blue grass, 
timothy, 


orchard grass, red top, or rye, is hard 
to estimate.

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The Geltysbnrg National Park Cora 
mission bas made a report to the Sec- 
relarj' ol VVbt of a year's progress in 
marking and making accessible that 
historic buttlefield. 
The commission 
was created by Congress ior the pur- 
pose of preserving the features of the 
battlefield as they existed a^t the time 
of the battle, to make all i{s interest- 
ing points accessible by good roads, 
and to carefully mark the positions and 
evolutions of both the c )ntending ar- 
mies. . So far as the Union troops are 
concerned, much .of this work had al 
ready been done by the survivors and by 
the different States. 
This confined the 
work of the 
commission 
chiefly to 
marking the positions of the Confeder- 
ates and the United Stales regulars. 


The road making consists of con- 
strucling telford roads along the Union 
lines. 
These avenues ari?^ known as 
Seminary avenue, Confederate avenue, 
^.United Stales avenue, Hancock avenue, 
Sickles 
avenue 'and Sl<>cum avenue. 
Of these, Uni.ted States avenue travers- 
es the field from east to west between 
Ihe Union and 'Confederate lines, and 
the others follow the respective lines 
of ^battle. , Seven 
and 
three»fourths 
n:\iles of thfsjelford road have already 
been constructed. 
Two sections of 
Confederate avenue have been delayed 
until condemnation proceedings give 
the commission control of the 
land. 
Five sections, aggregating nearly three 
miles of^this avenue, have been

peted.

Why a Cat Lights on lis Feet. 


An experimenter recently undertook 
to discover why a cat invariably fell 
on its feet. He finds that a cat alwayg 
falls on its feet providing it has a dis- 
tance of a yard to fall in and enable it 
to make a half turn in the air, so as to 
get its feet undermost. 
It holds its 
paws vertically and manages to pre 
servo this position during the rest of 
its fall, in spite of the initial move- 
ment of rotation taken by its body. 
Tho mechanical explanation is simply 
that the animal, by thrusting forward 
its left limb, shifts the center of grav- 
ity of the whole body so as to make it 
revolve upon the axis of the spine un- 
til the feet reach tho ground," More- 
over, a cat does not hurt itself by a 
fall from a height, not because it in- 
variably falls on its feet, but because 
the structure of a cat's back and spino 
is extremely flexible. The muscles of 
its legs are extraordinary strong and 
numerous, and, further, it has Qlastio 
pads or cushions consisting of a mass 
of fibrous tissue and fat on all its feet, 
seven in each forei^aw and five in each 
hind i^aw,—Chicago News.
